especially  U  K  so  with  housekeepers  ami 
toothers  of  families.  The  simplest  system 
that  they  could  adopt  would  still  be  a  com¬ 
plicated  one  becauso  of  the  number  of  sep¬ 
arate  accounts,  and  yet  every  woman  who 
has  kept  accounts  has  deckled,  after  years 
of  experiment,  that  tt  is  wise. 

A  very  good  plan  to  follow  is  to  have  sev¬ 
eral  cheap  notebooks,  small  enough  to  car¬ 
ry  in  the  purse.  Tbeonly  reason  oue  should 
have  several  Is  that  they  can  b£  purchased

Any  •xceaspf  sunlight  if  *»dch  ex¬ 
ists  can  be  easily^ont rolled  by  shmtys. 

Since  the  nursery  is  as  a  rule  occupied 
both  night  an<l  day  it  should  be  as  mrgu  as 
possible  to  facilitate  n  thorough  supply  of 
fresh  air. 

Considerations  of  air,  sunlight  and  clean¬ 
liness  should  tie  jmrnmount,  and  all  ques¬ 
tions  of  decoration  should  be  entirely  sub- 
servient.  To  this  eud  everything  should 
be  simple  in  construction. 

lu  all  but  except  ioiml  cases  the  nut^kry  is 
the  scene  at  some  time  or  other  of  one  or 
fuore  of  the  diseases  incident  to  childhood. 
On  this  account  all  materials  that  ftnight 
serve  as  a  lurking  place  for  dust  and  dis¬ 
ease  organisms  should  be  excluded.  The 
funiiture  shouM  lie  plain,  so  as  to  bui  cattily 
kept  clean,  ft  slirtuld  also  tie  light,  { >r  else 
furnished  with  strong  casters,  so  t  lat  it 
can  be  easily  moved  about.  I*ict urea  in  the 
walls  were  1s  t  ter  omitted. 

Nursery  chea-fo,  too,  should  tie  carefully 
looked  after.  They  should  be  alwayd  ojxn 
to  Inspection,  and  no  accumulation  of  l*>iU-d 
clothing  should  lx*  permitted. 

Thu  habitual  Use  of  disinfectants  sliould 
have  no  |>art  in  the  care  of  the  uureery. 
The  necessity  for  their  u-*e  should  lie  dvoid- 


psge,  the  right  hand  the  pagetaf  expendi¬ 
tures. 


|  Most  women  have  but  oue  source  of  in¬ 
come,  and  for  such  I  hr  income  page  will  be 
a  wry  easy  matter  to  handle,  and  part  of  it 
can  serve  as  expenditure  page.  The  ex¬ 
penditure  page  should  be  divided  for  the 
several  heads:  House,  furniture,  dress, chil¬ 
dren’s  dress,  school  exposes,  books,  amuse¬ 
ments,  church  and  charities,  or  in  divisions 
or  set  of  divisions  that  meet  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  family  accounts.  These  divi¬ 
sions  or  rulings  would  best  be  made  with 
red  ink. 

It  is  unnecessary  .to  say  that  the  expend¬ 
itures  of  each  day  i*  the  little  notebook 
mu9t  be  under  date  it  that  day,  and  it  is 
very  wise  to  settle  accounts  <m  one  day  of 
the  week.  This  saves  much  confusion. 
Friday  or  Saturday  is  usually  the  l*est  day. 
There  is  a  certain  satisfaction  in  beiug  able 
to  account  for  every  puny  expnded  in 
these-days  when  money  seems  to  disappear 
and  leave  uujtbing  ter  show  for  its  expend¬ 
iture,  The  second  advantage,  and  by  many 
people  considered  the  primary  ml  vantage, 
is  that  keeping  accounts  is  very  apt  to  stop  * 
unnecessary  leaks. 

There  are  many  husbands  who  would  be 
much  more  agreeable  in  money  matters  if 
they  could  see  exactly  how  the  money  was 
spent!  To  most  men  the  disappanince  of 
income  is  a  sourefe  of  mystery,  if  not  of  an

The  true  secret  of  managing  money  is  to 
so  divide  the  income  as  to  keep  the  best 
balance  in  the  several  departments  of  ex¬ 
penditure.  For  instaace,  decide  bow  much 
money  can  be  expnded  for  rent,,  church 
and  charity  expenses,  dress,  etc.,  and  keep 
within  thfflimit.  Accounts  help  to  keep 
this  limit  before  the  tuiud  and  serve  as  a 
check  and  satisfaction  piece. — Christian 
Union.
